SOME Al'l'KTI/lNCi DISIIRK. 

Many different dishes can be pre¬ 
pared from rabbit meat If one knowa 
how to prepare them. A good house¬ 
wife should familiarixe herself with 
different ways to prepare rabbit. 

After rabbit has been skinned and 
cleaned it can lv© kept in winter a 
whole week by hanging in a cold 
place Meat is better when It is 
froxen and Is a week old. Rabhlt 
meat can be kept In summer by lay¬ 
ing meat in vinegar for from 12 to 
21 hours. 


q. What is the b©“t winter fe*-d 
for Flemish Giants? 

A. Clover hay, oats and corn and 
mash once a week. The mash Is 
made of potato peeling*. carrots, 
turnip*, cabbage and beef. Boll to¬ 
gether. lira In off all water and mix 
with bran till almost dry.
